Origin  of  the  Thied  Church. 


In  the  year  1735,  a  contention  arose  in  the 
First  Church,  then  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Fiske,  which  issued  in  a  separa- 
tion. A  majority  of  the  Church,  including  the 
Pastor,  withdrew,  and  formed  what  was  after- 
ward styled  the  Third  Congregational  Church  of 
Christ  in  Salem,  leaving  the  minority  to  consti- 
tute the  First  Church.  The  plate  belonging  to 
the  Communion  service  was  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  two  Churches. 

Under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Whitaker,  D.  D.,  the  fourth  Pastor  of  the  Third 
Church,  a  sharp  contention  arose  between  a  part 
of  the  Church  and  the  Pastor,  during  which  their 
house  of  worship  was  burnt,  the  Church  was 
rent  into  two  parts,  and  a  majority,  adhering  to 
Dr.  Whitaker,  became  Presbyterians,  built  the 
house  of  worship  now  called  the  Tabernacle,  and 
took  the  same  name  as  the  designation  of  the 
Church.  This  separation  took  place  in  1774. 
After  this  withdrawal  of  the  majority,  entering 
another  denomination,  and  taking  another  name, 
the  minority,  in  1775,  called  an  Ecclesiastical 
Council,  of  which  the  venerable  Mr,  Roby,  pas= 


tor  of  a  church  in  Lynn,  was  Moderator,   to  de- 
cide the  question,  Whether   the    minority,  re- 
maining on  the  Congregational  Platform,  ought 
to  be  considered  as  the  original   Third   Church,* 
formed  in  1735  ? 

The  Council  unanimously  decided  thai  it 
ought  to  be  thus  considered,  as  will  be  shown  in 
the  best  manner  by  the  following  extract  from 
their  Result : 

"It  appears  to  us,  after  serious  and  careful  at- 
tention to  the  best  light  which  could  be  obtain- 
ed, That  the  above-named  Benjamin  Ropes,  &c. 
[14  brethren]  together  with  those  sisters  above 
referred  to,  [24  in  number]  are,  in  a  reasonable 
and  just  construction,  The  Church,  which  exist- 
ed in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leavitt's  day,  and  was  under 
his  pastoral  care,  and  which,  before  the  ordina- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huntington,  consented  to 
take  the  name  of  The  Third  Congregational 
Church  of  Christ  in  Salem,  and  that  they  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  that  Church. 

"  We  find  nothing  that  ought  at  all  to  deprive 
them  of  the  co.nmunion  of  the  churches  :  and 
we  recommend  to  them  the  renewing  of  their 
covenant  with  God  and  with  one  another,  at  this 
time,  and  agree  that  the  fellowship  of  the 
churches  be  ienewedly  given  to  them,  as  a 
church  in  good  standing.  We  earnestly  recom- 
mend to  them  that  forgiving  spirit, — that  benev- 
olent, inoffensive,  prudent  conduct, — which  be- 
comes christians,  and  is  their  defence  and  glo- 
ry : — and  our  prayer  is,  that  the  God  of  love  and 
peace  may  be  with  them, 

"At  Salem,  Feb.  14-16-1775." 


The  plate  belonging  to  the  Communion  ser- 
vice, was  equally  divided  between  the  Taberna- 
cle and  Third  Cnurch.

COVENANT. 


Convinced  of  the  propensity  there  is  in  us 
to  decline  from  the  covenant,  which  we  hope  has 
been  established  between  God  and  our  souls, 
through  inward  corruption  and  outward  tempta- 
tion ;  and  believing  it  to  be  an  indispensable 
duty,  calculated  to  promote  our  mutual  comfort 
and  welfare,  and  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  to  enter 
into  explicit  covenant  engagements  ;  we  do,  in 
this  solemn  manner,  bind  ourselves  to  the  Lord, 
and  to  one  another,  relying  upon  His  grace  to 
enable  us  to  fulfil  our  vows. 

Professing  a  belief  in  the  Christian  Religion, 
as  contained  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testament,  and  embracing  that  scheme  of 
doctrine,  which  is  exhibited  in  what  is  called 
Ihe  Assembly's  Shorter  Catechism,  as  express- 
ing, for  substance,  those  important  truths  which 
God  has  revealed  to  us  in  his  holy  word;  and 
influenced,  as  we  hope,  by  love  to  true  religion, 
and  regarding  as  our  great  motive,  the  glory  of 
God,  the  honor  of  Christ,  and  the  interest  of  his 
kingdom;  we  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  Lord,  in 
lliat  covenant  of  grace,  which  is  ordered  in  all 
things  and  sure. 


More  particularly : 

We  give  up  ourselves  and  ours  to  that 
blessed  and  glorious  God,  whose  name  alone  is 
Jehovah,  as  our  Father,  Governor,  and  chosen 
Portion,  to  be  his  forever.  We  give  up  our- 
selves to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  our  Redeem- 
er, Saviour  and  Judge  ;  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost, 
.  as  our  Renewer,  Sanctifier  and  Comforter  ;  and 
promise,  in  the  truth  and  sincerity  of  our  hearts, 
as  God  shall  enable  us,  to  walk  in  the  ways  of 
holiness  and  obedience,  all  the  days  of  our  lives. 

We  also  engage  ourselves  to  each  other,  to  re- 
gard each  others' spiritual  welfare,  and  faithfully 
to  watch  over  each  other,  administering  reproof, 
rebuke,  exhortation  and  comfort,  as  circum- 
stances may  require,  with  tenderness,  meekness 
and  brotherly  love,  forbearing  one  another  and 
forgiving  one  another. 

We  engage,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  walk  to- 
gether in  a  constant  and  devout  attendance  on 
all  the  ordinances  and  institutions,  which  Christ 
has  appointed  to  be  observed  in  his  church. 

Knowing  the  necessity  of  order  and  discipline 
in  every  body  of  fallible  men,  we  promise  to  sub- 
mit ourselves  to  the  government  of  Christ  in  his 
church,  agreeably  to  the  directions  on  this  sub- 
ject contained  in  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  Mat- 
thew, and  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  The  Plat- 
form of  Church  Discipline  drawn  up  by  the  Con- 


gregational  Synod,  at  Cambridge,  New  England, 
A.  D.  1648,  which,  in  substance,  we  adopt,  as 
agreeable  to  the  rules  and  spirit  of  the  gospel. 

Believing  that  the  promises  of  the  covenantor 
grace  extend  to  all  true  believers  and  their  seed, 
as  signified  by  the  divine  ordinance  of  infant  bap- 
tism ;  and  being,  therefore,  convinced  of  the 
great  importance  of  family  religion  and  govern- 
ment ;  we,  who  are  parents  and  heads  of  fami- 
lies, promise,  in  the  strength  of  Christ,  that  we 
will  maintain  the  stated  worship  of  God  in  our 
households,  and,  according  to  the  best  of  our 
ability,  train  up  our  children,  and  others  that 
may  be  under  our  care,  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord,  by  religiously  instructing 
and  ruling  them,  and  by  setting  before  them  a 
virtuous  and  pious  example. 

Our  hearts  being  deeply  impressed  with  the 
great  impoitance,  that  the  professed  followers  of 
Christ  should  maintain  the  christian  character  in 
their  lives,  we  will  strive  against  all  those  evil 
dispositions,  passions  and  practices,  which  are 
contrary  to  the  peaceable  and  benevolent  spirit 
of  the  gospel,  and  will  endeavor  to  live  soberly, 
righteously  and  godly  in  the  world. 

We  are  sensible,  that  by  sinning  against  a 
holy  God,  we  are  destitute  of  all  claim  to  his  fa- 
vor, and  deserve  his  everlasting  displeasure;  and 
therefore  our  only  hope  of  pardon  and  acceptance 
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with  him,  is  in  the  infinite  merit  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Surety  and  Intercessor.  We 
therefore  take  upon  us  these  covenant  vows,  re- 
lying on  the  grace  of  Christ  for  acceptance  in 
them,  and  on  his  strength  for  ability  to  perform 
them. 

And  now  we  pray,  that  both  our  persons  and 
this  our  covenant  may  be  sprinkled  with  his 
precious  blood,  and  that  we  may  be  kept,  by  the 
mighty  power  of  G-od,  through  faith  unto  salva- 
tion.

RULES 

Of  the  Third  Chukch  in  Salem,  Mass.     „ 
article  i. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  this  Church  for  busi- 
ness, in  the  month  of  January,  annually,  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot,  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be 
one  of  the  Deacons,  a  Clerk,  and  a  Standing 
Committee.  At  this  meeting,  the  Treasurer's 
account  shall  be  presented  to  the  Church,  hav- 
ing been  previously  audited  by  a  committee  of 
two,  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Pastor,  who  shall  always  be  the  chairman,  two 
of  the  Deacons,  and  four  other  brethren.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  examine  all  ap- 
plicants for  admission  to  this  Church,  relative  to 
their  christian  knowledge  and  experience,  wheth- 
er by  letters  of  transfer,  or  on  profession  of  their 
faith  ;  and  report  to  the  Church  such  as  they  ap- 
prove, at  least  one  week  previously  to  their  be- 
ing voted  for. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Candidates  for  admission  on  profession  will  be 
expected  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Church  when  the  report  of  their  respective  cases 
is  presented,  that  they  may  assent  to  the  report, 
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and  that  those  who  have  freedom  of  utterance) 
may  declare  to  the  Church  what  they  hope  the 
Lord  has  done  for  their  souls. 

ART.    IV. 

Candidates  for  admission  on  profession,  after 
being  approved  by  the  Church,  shall  stand  pub- 
licly propounded  at  least  one  week,  and  assent 
•  to  our  covenant,  in  presence  of  the  congregation, 
before  admission  to  full  communion  ;  and  candi- 
dates for  admission  by  letters  of  transfer,  shall 
avow  to  the  Standing  Committee  their  assent  to 
our  covenant;  and,  as  soon  as  convenient  after 
their  acceptance  by  the  Church,  be  publicly  de- 
clared as  members  in  full  communion. 
art.  v. 

Members  of  other  Churches,  who  wish  to  com- 
mune with  us  for  more  than  one  year,  will  be 
required  to  remove  their  connexion  to  this. 
Church,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  for  delay  be 
given. 

ART.    VI. 

When  members  of  this  Church  remove,  and 
permanently  settle  in  other  places,  they  will  be 
required  to  transfer  their  relation,  within  one 
year  from  the  time  of  their  removal,  unless  cir- 
cumstances render  it  in  their  judgment  inexpe- 
dient, of  which  they  shall  seasonably  inform  the 
Church. 
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ART.    VII. 

When  a  member  applies  for  a  letter  of  recotti^ 
mendation  and  dismission  to  another  Church,  he 
shall  make  the  application  in  writing,  and  state,, 
his  reasons ;  and  the  letter,  when  given,  shall,  in 
ordinary  cases,  be  in  the  following  form,  viz  :  —

ART.  VIII. 

This  Church  deem  immoral  conduct,  wilful 
breach  of  express  covenant  vows,  neglect  of  ac- 
knowledged religious  or  relative  duties,  and  a- 
vowed  disbelief  of  the  articles  of  faith  to  which 
the  members  have  assented,  as  offences  subject 
to  the  censure  of  the  Church.

ART.  IX. 

When  necessary  to  deal  with  a  brother  of 
sister  as  an  offender,  on  taking  the  second  step, 
agreeably  to  the  18th  Chapter  of  Matthew,  the 
aggrieved  brother  shall  present  the  offender,  in 
writing,  the  specific  article  or  articles  of  charge, 
in  presence  of  his  associate  or  associates  in  the: 
labor;  and  no  offence  previously  existing,  and 
not  specified  in  the  writing,  shall  afterward  be 
admitted  in  the  course  of  the  trial. 

Should  these  measures  prove  ineffectual  to 
gain  the  offender,  the  aggrieved  is  bound  to  bring 
the  cause  before  the  Church.  In  doing  this,  he 
shall,  in  his  own  person,  or  by  one  of  the  breth- 
ren, present  in  writing  the  same  specific  article 
or  articles  of  charge,  as  were  presented  to  the 
offender.  This  paper  shall  be  signed  by  the 
complainant  and  by  his  associate  or  associates. 

ART.  X. 

The  confession  of  the  accused,  the  concurrence 
of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  fact,  or  circum- 
stantial evidence  to  the  same  amount,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  for  conviction.  When  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  obtain  the  testimony  of  an  ab- 
sent person,  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Church  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Committee,  if  practicable,  to  take  the 
testimony  in  the  presence  of  the  complainant 
and  the  accused  or  their  agents,    and  to   notify 
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ihem    accordingly:    and  said  testimony  shall  b? 
in  writing,  signed,  or  assented  to  by  the  witness, 
and  certified  accordingly  by   the  committee. 
art.  xt. 

The  censures  of  the  Church  are  private  reproof, 
public  admonition,  suspension  from  Church  priv- 
ileges, and  excommunication,  according  to  the 
aggravation  of  the  offence. 

In  ordinary  cases,  if  a  member  convicted  on 
any  article  of  charge  do  not  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  repentance,  the  Church,  through  one  or 
more  of  its  officers,  shall  give  him  a  written  ad- 
monition ;  if  that  fail  to  bring  him  to  repentance, 
shall  give  him  another,  and  if  both  be  ineffectu- 
al, he  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  Church.  The 
vote  of  excision  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays. 

ART.  XII. 

In  any  case  of  discipline,  when  a  brother  un- 
der the  age  of  twenty  years,  or  a  sister,  is  the 
aggrieved  party,  if  satisfaction  be  not  obtained 
at  the  first  step,  it  is  his  or  her  duty  to  make  the 
■case  known  to  some  brother  in  the  Church,  who 
shall  thenceforth  manage  it,  as  if  the  complaint 
were  his  own,  depending  on  said  sister,  or  minor, 
so  furnish  the  evidence. 
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ART.  XIII. 

Members  of  sister  Churches  resident  among 
us,  and  having  occasional  communion  with  us, 
shall,  in  cases  of  offence,  be  dealt  with  in  the 
same  manner  as  members  of  this  Church,  in  the 
first  and  second  steps  of  labor.  But  should  those 
measures  prove  ineffectual,  and  complaint  be 
made  to  the  Church,  the  accused  may  be  debar- 
red from  the  privilege  of  communion  with  us, 
and  notice  of  the  existing  complaint  and  pro- 
ceedings thereon  be  immediately  transmitted  to 
the  church  whereof  the  accused  is  a  member. — 
And  should  said  Church  and  the  accused  mutu- 
ally refer  the  case  to  this  Church  for  ultimate  de- 
cision, the  request  may  be  complied  with,  and  a 
copy  of  the  proceedings  transmitted  to  said 
Church. 

ART.  xiv. 

As  this  Church  regard  it  as  an  important  and 
sacred  duty  for  parents  professing  godliness  to 
consecrate  their  children  to  God  in  Baptism,  na 
unnecessary  delay  ought  to  be  allowed  in  the 
performance  of  this  duty.
